The special south side sewer committee met Monday at

City hal! and arrived at two solutions to the somh-side-sewer-ques 
lion which were reported at the council meeting Monday 
irisrhi. 


The first and moiv favored solution is mat by the building of a 
partial purification plant, that is one that will purify the sewage 
to such an extent that Zanesville ~s drinking water will not be con- 
taminated, and t-he second, which will be taken in ease the state 
hoard of health refuses to accept the iirst plan, is to build a sew- 
age disposal plant for the entire city -abandoning the present Mul 
berry street outlet into the Muskingum river. 


Engineer John ITanlon will go to Columbus immediately and 


interview the state board of health with the idea of 
getting its 


permission to build the partial puriik-atiou plant. Ir is the opinion 
of the majority of the committee that in view of the fact that the 
amount of trnpuritied sewage dumped into the river by the city at 
the present time is many times more than the -amount which would 
flow into the river from the purification 
plant, that the 
state 


board of helath will allow the partial system to be installed. 


However, Councilman Gftumer. a member of the 
committee, 


stated Monday nig-ht that -he was of the opinion that the stale 
board would not permit any such action and the affair would ter- 
minate in the eity expending thousands of dollars for the erec- 
tion of 41 big disposal plant,
